barring the CIA and other in 
telligence agencies from using 
electronic or physical sur veil 
lance to collect information on 
the domestic activities of most 
American citizens and organ­

In a follow up to his Tuesday 
mgbt press conference at which 
he announced plans for reorga­ 
nizing the intelligence com m u­ 
nity. Ford also said he would 
support legtslationrequinng ju­ 
dicial w arrants for national se­ 
curity wiretaps and mail open

In a m essage to Congress, 
Ford indicated he would seek to 


expand the power of the gov 
em m ent to open mail, which is 
now perm itted only in crim inal 
investigations 
“ We need au 
thority to open mail 
in order 
to obtain vitally needed foreign 
intelligence inform ation." Ford 
said 
Ford also proposed a stiff 
new secrecy law which would 
provide crim inal penalties for 
any 
government employe or 
contractor

telligence secrets The law also 
would give the government new

powers to prevent the 
publication of such secrets

36-page executive order 
that takes effect M arch 1 also 
would bar infiltration of domes 


tic organizations, drug tests on 
unsuspecting hum ans and ille 
gaily obtaining federal tax re­ 
turns 
The restrictions do not apply 
to the FBI which will be gov­ 
erned by a separate set of 
guidelines to be issued within 
90 days 
The CIA would be completely

Mysterious lights in the sky?

University in Cape Girardeau, 
discussed the subject recently at 
D exter High School, where he 
spoke 
at

sponsored by the school Math, 
Engineering and Science Club. 
Rutledge heads an ongoing 
study of unidentified lights over 
Southeast Missouri. The study 
has been titled Project Iden­ 
tification and has involved 25 or 
m ore persons. 
The 
lights 
received m uch 
publicity in 1973, but little since 
that time. Rutledge said the 
lights are still with us, have been 


sighted within the city lim its of 
C ape 
G ira rd eau 
a n d o v er 
Sikeston as well as rural areas 
and a re still unidentified. 
His position is what one would 
expect from a scientist and a 
professor: He is very cautious. 
And he is serious when he 
discusses the subject. He has a 
num ber of photographs of the 
lights. 
Prim arily, the pictures are 
tim e exposures of the lights. A 
few are impressive 
One ex­ 
posure on film turned out to be 
an intricate pattern 
"I 
have 
some 
perplexing 
things I can't explain," he said. 
"I can’t vouch for the validity of 
somebody else’s report.” But his 
own sightings are plentiful. 
At tim es, he said, the lights 
seem ed to be playing "gam es" 
with him, vanishing just as he 
was about to (»-ess his cam era 
shutter 
and 
then 
appearing 
again. 


Are they m an-m ade; perhaps

secret 
governm ent 
project? Or could they be ex­ 
traterrestrial? 
W hat hypothesis have I got to 
explain what UFOs are7” he 
asked.

from M exico alone 


To stem the tide, the U S has 
spent millions of dollars and 
assigned thousands of people 
Yet project after project has 
been caught in the bureaucratic 
tangle at Foggy Bottom Here 
are just afew exam ples

p ersu ad ed 
reluctant Thailand officials to 
allow an aeirial survey of their 
poppy fields The State Depar- 
m ent,

cotics 
experts 
in 
Congress, 
pressured the bureaucrats to 
change their minds But by this 
tim e, the Thais had changed 
theirs The m atter is still being

last June began cracking down

only 60 square m iles a day With

low-cost criteria 
Commenting on the proposed 
ruling of HEW, the president of 
the 
P h a r m a c e u tic a l 
M anufacturers 
A ssociation 
(PMA) observes the : “ PMA 
has bluntly stated that such a 
government rush to cheapness 
would 
intrude 
on 
the 
professionalism of physicians 
and pharmacists, disrupt the 
drug distribution system, in­ 
crease risks to aged and welfare 
patients, reduce incentives for 
quality and service competition 
in the drug field, and create 
adm inistrative m echanism s 
that would cost more than they 
could possibly save." In an 
effort to assist in the develop­ 
ment 
of 
a 
workable »drug 
reimbursement 
program 
for 
Medicare 
and 
M edicaid 
patients, the PMA has sub­ 
mitted to HEW an alternative 
proposal to the “lowest cost" 
plan. 
The drug industry program 
would consist of three parts: it

WASHINGTON— The State 
Department is so entangled in 
red tape that it has hampered 
the 
effort 
to 
stop 
drug 
smuggling 
For 
years, 
prodigious 
amounts of heroin, cocaine and 
marijuana have poured into the 
United Staes from Asia, Latin 
America and the Middle East. 
Each year, more than a billion 
dollars worth of "brown” heroin 
is smuggled across the border 
from Mexico alone. 


To stem the tide, the U.S. has 
spent millions of dollars and 
assigned thousands of people. 
Yet project after project has 
been caught in the bureaucratic 
tangle at Foggy Bottom. Here 
are just afew examples: 
- At one time, a United 
N ations 
team 
persuaded 
reluctant Thailand officials to 
allow an aeirial survey of their 
poppy fields. The State Depar- 
ment, incredibly, turned the 
idea down. Rep. Lester Woff, D- 
N.Y., one of the leading nar­ 
cotics 
experts 
in Congress, 
pressured the bureaucrats to 
change their minds. But by this 
time, the Thais had changed 
theirs. Hie matt«* is still being 
negotiated. 
- 
Under the 
code name 
“Operation Cocina,” Colombia 
last «June began cracking down 
on 
cocaine traffickers. 
The 
Colombians asked the U.S. for 
some special communications 
equipment. Two U.S. narcotics 
officials, whose sole respon­ 
sibility 
was 
to 
audit such 
requests, decided they wanted a 
“feasibility 
study." 
Special 
personnel 
from 
Washington 
were flown down to conduct the 
study, which dragged on for 
more than a month. Two months 
later, the bureaucrats solemnly 
reached 
a 
decision: 
the 
Colombians needed equipment 
but not the kind they had 
requested. 
Operation Cocina 


will end shortly, but the right 
equipm ent 
only 
recently 
arrived. 
-- After much haggling, the 
government of Mexico agreed to 
eradicate 20,000 poppy fields. At 
the time, the Mexicans used 
sticks to beat the heads off 
poppy plants. But they agreed 
that h«*bicides would be more 
effective. Thereupon the State 
D epartm ent 
delivered 
a 
primitive 
system 
employing 
buckets to pour herbicides out of 
helicopters. 
Of 
course, 
the 
Mexicans really needed more 
sophisticated spray equipment, 
which was finally provided after 
Congressman Wolff intervened. 
- The Mexican government 
has also agreed to conduct an 
aerial survey of theircountry to 
locate poppy fields. Using prop- 
driven aircraft provided by the 
U.S., the Mexicans can survey 
only 60 square miles a day. ^ ith 
a small jet, they could survey 
600 square miles daily. Yet the 
State Department refused to 
provide a jet, and suggested 
instead the Mexicans lease one. 
Nevertheless, there are signs 
that officials on both sides of the 
Rio Grande are finally getting 
together to stop the illicit drug 
traffic. 
Last 
month, 
Congressman 
Wolff and a colleague, Rep. 
Benjamin Gilman, R-N.Y., met 
privately with the leaders of 
four countries and hammered 
out 
som e 
“ breakthrough” 
agreements. 
In Mexico City, for example, 
they called upon President Luis 
Echeverría. They worked out an 
accord which has been sum­ 
marized in a private letter from 
Echeverria to President Ford, 
transmitted by classified State 
Department wire. 
“I put forward to the U.S. 
legislators the idea of creating 
twin national commissions,” 
wrote Echeverria, “one in each 
of our countries, which would 
undertake a study of all aspects 
of this (narcotics) question and 
propose solutions ... For my

Wolff and Gilman there would

authorities. A suppressed staff 
study of the blue-ribbon Murphy

centrates on a small number of 
policy issues. Narcotics control 
was not on his agenda." 
The new endeavor, however, 
has received at least lip service 
from 
K issinger. 
He 
was 
“pleased,” he cabled Wolff, “to 
learn of our positive appraisal of 
the discussion held ... with 
President Echeverria ... I have 
instructed (an aide) to continue 
planning discussions for the 
development of the parallel 
commissions.” 
FOR THE BIRDS: The Labor 
Department winked at the law to 
permit Sen. Harry Byrd, Ind- 
Va., and other fruit growers to 
use low-wage Jam aicans for 
harvesting 1975 crops. 
Byrd’s apple orchards, run by 
his 
brothers, 
hired 
180 
Jam aicans at a time when 
American pickers fill the jobless 
rolls. Other growers brought in 
thousands more. 
In Florida atone, officials 
estimated $6 million to $12 
million in wages were diverted 
from American to Jam aican 
pockets. 
The result: a glut of 
unemployment 
compensation 
cases and a run on Florida food 
stamp offices.

Reagan hit by dirty tricks 
NEW YORK - There are 
many attempting to cast Ronnie 
Reagan as half Lone Ranger 
and half Tonto -- Spanish for 
foolish and silly. Well, to invoke 
a script line of my friend John 
Wayne, I'm not exactly burning 
the 
leather to rescue ex- 
California Gov. Reagan. But 
objectively the record shows 
that those who strive to daub the 
former Screen Actors 
Guild 
president as a Neanderthal are 
playing 
w hat 
these 
days 
generically are called "dirty 
tricks." 
There is lot more to Reagan 
than his philosophical and well- 
reasoned conservatism, which 
even the Earl Warren Supreme 
Court 
wouldn’t 
have 
ruled 
illegal. During the '40s, when his 
income and career were well 
fixed, he fought his wan into the 
actors' guild leadership though 
this meant rough war with the 
invading A1 Capone Chicago 
syndicate as well as with tough, 
disciplined, Communist cadres. 
When R eagan made 
the 
Guild's board of directors he 
knew that the Mafia had moved 
into Hollywood, had shaken it 
down for $1 million and were all 
over the place. Hard fellows, 
these. Led by Capone and Louis 
Campagna’s 
movie 
industry 
account executive, Willie Bioff. 
The latter’s “ partner" was the 
late George (Brownie) Browne, 
then • vice president of the 
International 
Alliance 
of 
Theatrical 
Stage 
Employes 
(IATSE). 
Willie or one of the Mafia 
killers had gone to Browne and 
told him, “Brownie, you either 
come with us or go to the lake." 
Browne went with them -• 
meaning hit and muscle men 
like Charles (Cherry Nose) Gioe 
who departed this world in 1954 
when he caught his instant death 
of a cold from a hail of machine 
gun bullets. 
Nonetheless, aft«* a World 
War stint, Regan went on the 
Guild board in 1946. A year later, 
Guild 
president 
Bob 
Mont­ 
gomery resigned and the 44- 
member board chose Reagan, 
despite skilled Communist 
factional 
opposition. 
Those 
Guild directors weren't patsies. 
They were bright. They wanted 
a literate leader with guts. Ask 
some of them who still are 
around. And despite a running 
fight with 
the Communist 
minority, Reagan was elected to 
succeeding term s through 1952. 
He 
was 
recalled 
to 
the 
presidency for the 1959 term. 
Reagan fought on an in­ 
tellectual 
level. 
During 
the 
many anti-Communist caucuses 
he * displayed a knowledge of 
national 
and 
international 
politics. At m e point he wrote a 
friend: 
“We are violently opposed to 
indiscriminate Red-baiting but 
believe that every union in our 
country must awaken to the 
menace of Communist party 
members who are seeking to 


destroy our trade unions by 
boring from within." 
He 
didn't 
suspicion 
everybody. When he testified 
before the House Committee on 
U n-Am erican 
A ctivities, in 
October 1947 he noted that the 
Communists 
controlled only l 
per cent of the Guild’s mem­ 
bership 
A few years later the old CIO, 
with Arthur Goldberg as its 
counsel, got around to ousting 11 
of its unions on charges of 
following the Soviet line to the 
detriment of American labor. 
Reagan drew from his Guild 
presidency a knowledge of trade 
unions which equals or bests 
that of all U.S. presidential 
possibilities except for Sens 
Jackson, Humphrey and Ken­ 
nedy. In fact, Reagan chaired 
one of the first significant joint 
labor-m anagem ent 
efforts, 
when he was chosen hand of the 
35,000-member Motion Picture 
Industry Council 


Reagan nursed on politics as 
president of his high school and 
college student bodies Later he 
organized a Hollywood voters' 
league. He was on the board of 
the American Veterans Com­ 
mittee Hollywood chapter 
Labor leaders and political 
activists didn't think him a dolt 
then. 
They knew he wrote much of 
his own political scripts just as 
he wrote his own "stuftll-when- 
he was a radio sportscaster. 
He still works out some of his 
p r e s i d e n t i a l 
c a m p a i g n 
speeches It m atters not here 
whether or not one agrees with 
him. 
Point 
is 
whether 
the 
orgiastic upheaval against 
“dirty tricks" in recent years 
has any meaning or impact 
Does this conservative Reagan 
have the same civil and political 
rights of a Sargent Shriver or 
F red 
H arris? 
No one is 
following Ted Kennedy around, 
or the others, dressed in a 
chimpanzee shirt to mock them, 
as Ronnie Reagan is being 
harassed. 


Why 
double-standard jour­ 
nalism? Why no criticism of the 
sm ear of a man running for the 
first prize? Or is the Pulitzer 
Prize more precious? 
No one need subscribe to 
Ronnie Reagan’s philosophy; 
nor his fiscal policies; nor his 
assaults on big government; nor 
his 
inflexible 
anti-Soviet 
position. Or one can accept them 
all. 
Question 
is, 
can a con­ 
servative, not on the extreme, 
but still right-of«¡enter, get an 
even break? This is the same 
Reagan Who fought for much 
less fortunate members of his 
talent union.

Supporters of the bill warned

Class builds solar furnace 


LAMAR, Mo. (AP) - Using 
such things as an old ice cream 
storage freezer, crushed glass, 
part of a hay bin and other im­ 
provisations, the students in 
Ralph 
Williston’s 
science 
classes at Lamar High School 
have created a solar furnace 
that’s become a hot topic. 
"They say necessity is the 
mother of invention,” Williston 
explains. "We had a few vacant 
school rooms without heat, so 
we decided to build a solar fur­ 
nace. Now those rooms are 
warm and usable.” 
Williston is thinking in terms 
of a patent for what he and his 
students have wrought because 
it has a unique parabolic collec­ 
tor to focus the rays of the sun 
and he feels it is more efficient 
than the flat surfaces used in 
other solar heating systems.

The parabolic collector is not 
the only oddity on the roof of 
the high school in this south­ 
west Missouri town of 3,760 
where Harry S. Truman was 
born. Williston and the students 
in his advanced physics and 
chemistry classes also have 
built a wind generator and a 
celestial 
observatory. 
They 
have a radar scanner to work 
with. 
"This has been our most am ­ 
bitious project,” Williston said 
of the solar furnace. “We man­ 
aged to get the public involved 
because we needed donations. 
Now we have people coming 
every day to look at it.” 
The solar furnace cost $1,200. 
Modifying and perfecting it in 
future experiments may bring 
the price tag near $2,000. 
“We should be able to turn it 
into an air conditioner during 
the summer," Williston said, 
“but that’s just one of a hun­ 


dred experiments we have in 
mind.” 
Students cut apart a metal 
hay bin to make the parabolic 
collector. They electroplated a 
mirror-like surface onto sheets 
of metal to line the concave 
surface. 
The sun's rays are bounced 
onto a finned coil which runs 
the 12-foot length of the para­ 
bola, and their heat is trans­ 
ferred to a half-and-half mix­ 
ture of water and antifreeze 
which is pumped through the 
coil.

heated mixture through another 
coil system which is embedded 
in two tons of crushed glass in­ 
side the old ice cream freezer 
box, and the glass becomes the 
depository for the heat.

The Sikeston Bulldogs had had seven days off. But, 
they overcame that prolonged idleness at the expense of 
coach Danny Rowland’s Richland Rebels, grabbing their 
third win in a row 67-64 before a small crowd in the SHS 
fieldhouse. 
Marc Eaves was Sikeston’s hot man early in the game. 
Fired up by some pre-game boasting that was sup­ 
posedly attributed to a Rebel player, Eaves hustled his 
way to 18 first half points and a game-leading total of 26. 
When the 6-foot-4 forward finally cooled off in the second 
half, he concentrated on defense and rebounding, 
finishing with 17 rebounds and being credited with four 
assists and five steals. 
Sylvester Patterson, a 6-foot junior, was the all-around 
star for the losers. He didn’t shoot well from the field, but 
still finished with 15 points, 14 rebounds and excelled on 
defense. Patterson had five assists. 
The small crowd seemed to get lost in the spacious high 
school facility and the teams played accordingly. With

ball over a season-low of ten times, two of those tur­ 
novers resulted in four Reb points and the visitors closed 
to within three, 65-62, half a minute from the game’s end. 
Jackson’s charity tosses dashed all Rebel hopes, 
however, just a few seconds later. 
Sikeston’s record is 16-5 with the next game scheduled 
for Friday in the leaky, but roomy SHS fieldhouse.

clear industry is suspect 
"The tremendous cost, sched 
ule and political pressures ex 
perienced make unbiased deci­ 
sions. w ith true evaluations of 
the consequences, impossible to 
achieve.” the statement said 
“ This is the ultimate deficiency 
of our nuclear program " 
The statement said the pri 
mary focus of a salety eval 
uation of 19 operating nuclear

Paper declarations do not win 
wars. Annies do. With Con­ 
gress finally on record, the bur­ 
den — and proof — of inde­ 
pendence fell on the shoulders 
of the former soldier and al­ 
most sailor of the King, George 
Washington. 
After driving the British from 
Boston, Washington arrived in 
New York on April 13, 1776, 
with an honorary Doctor of 
Laws degree from Harvard and 
no Illusions. By August, he had 
23,000 men under his command, 
the most he would ever have. 
But New York was a trap. 
As the British armada rode 
at anchor in Lower Bay, hun­ 
dreds of New Yorkers had 
trudged in the dust up Broad­ 
way toward King's Bridge, the 
only crossing to the mainland. 
If outflanked by Lord Howe's 10 
ships of the line and 20 frigates 
on the East and Hudson Rivers, 
Washington would have to try 
to evacuate his untried and un­ 
trained army over the same* 
bridge used by the departing ci­ 
vilians. 
Gen. Henry Knox had assem­ 
bled some cannon behind ear­ 
then mounds at the tip of Man­ 
hattan 
and 
over on 
the 
Brooklyn 
shore, 
and 
had 
trained them on the two river 
entrances where hulks had 
been sunk to block the way. 
But on July 12, Lord Howe had 
sent frigates Rose and Phoenix 
up the Hudson past the de­ 
fenses as a gesture of con­ 
tempt. Yet Washington stayed 
on, not for military reasons but 
because the loss of the Tory 
town could be a mortal setback 
to colonial unity. 
The commander-in-chief was 
having his usual trouble with 
his men. Some stood and gaped 
at the frigates instead of firing 
at them. Others were militia 
whose terms would soon expire. 
Washington 
ordered 
“ gin 
shops” within the lines closed. 
The general was up at dawn, 
pouring forth letters and com­ 
mands, and organizing log bar­ 
ricades. Down the Bay, the 
British had landed on Staten 
Island where the local militia 
immediately surrendered. The 
green 
hills 
sprouted white 
tents, the water ever-increasing 
masts. 
On Aug. l 40 British ships 
sailed in. Gen. Henry Clinton 
was back from Carolina. The 
War for Independence, which 
now.had a name, would soon 
begin on terms and the ground 
of the enemy’s own choosing. 


Making this appointment, I 
have used every endeavor in 
my power to avoid i t ... from a 
consciousness of (it) being a 
trust too great for my capac­ 
ity.” 
But this tall, quiet man had 
something more to him. When 
Patrick Henry and Edmund 
Pendleton stopped by Mount 
Vernon to pick up Washington 
and head for the Pint Conti­ 
nental Congress, Martha called 
from the porch: "God be with 
you, gentlemen. I hope you 
stand firm. I know George 
will.” 
Wearing the uniform of a Vir­ 
ginia militia colonel, Washing­ 
ton was a presence at Phila­ 
delphia. Those two polar ex­ 
tremes, Patrick Henry and 
Thomas Jefferson, both were 
impressed. Henry said, "If you 
speak of solid information and 
sound judgment, Colonel Wash­ 
ington is unquestionably the 
greatest man on that floof ” 
Said Jefferson: "His temper is 
naturally irritable and high- 
toned, but reflection and resolu­ 
tion have obtained a firm and 
habitual ascendancy over us .,. 
His deportment easy, erect and 
noble, the best horseman of the 
age ... He is incapable of fear.” 
Douglas Southall Freeman, 
maybe his best biographer, 
said of Washington "He was 
not a likeable young man when 
he was thoroughly explored. 
Those who liked him did not 
know him fully.” But on matur­ 
ity he looked like a general, his 
appointment was politically ex­ 
pedient, and he had fought, not 
always 
wisely 
but 
always 
bravely. 


While he was an ambitious 
man, George Washington had 
not chosen to be there. John 
Adams had picked him, believ­ 
ing a Virginian in command of 
the army at Boston would 
make the war seem less a New 
England affair. But when he 
heard Adams propose him as 
commander-in-chief 
in June 
1775, Washington promptly fled 
foe room. 
It was modtsty, not fear, that 
impelled him. But Washington 
remained filled with self-doubt. 
‘You may believe me, my 
dear Patsy (sic),” he wrote his 
wife after his selection, “when 
I assure you, in the most sol­ 
emn manner, that so far. from 


The first forebear to reach 
America was John Washington 
in 1675. He subsequently was 
implicated in the murder of 
five Indian emisarries, and 
after his first wife died, mar­ 
ried in succession two sisters 
who had been charged before 
him when he was justice of the 
peace, one for keeping a bawdy 
house and the other of being 
the governor’s whore. 
George’s father, Augustine 
Washington, was a member of 
the lesser gentry, keeping a 
farm at what is now Mount 
Vernon, but George spent most 
of his childhood in Fred­ 
ericksburg in a six-room house 
crowded with 13 beds and a 
couch. Two sons had survived 
Augustine's first marriage, and 
George was the oldest of five 
by his second. On his father’s 
death, George became the man 
of the house at age 11, termi­ 
nating his formal education. 
(He had less of that than even. 
Lincoln.) 
Five years later the Washing­ 
ton’s wealthy neighbors, the 
Fairfaxes, enlisted George for 
a surveying party to lay out 
land they owned in the Shenan­ 
doah Valley. There he fought 
his first frontier battle — with 
lice and fleas. In the morning, 
he wrote, “We cleaned our­ 
selves to get rid of the game 
we catched the night before." 
His frontier experience and 
social connections landed him 
command of a small scouting 
party in the fall of 1753 to learn 
the intentions of the French 
around Ft. Duquesne (Pitts­ 
burgh). Washington returned to 
report the French were coming 
and Virginia’s Gov. Robert Din- 
widdie asked Washington to 
lead a larger force back to 
warn the French off. 
Washington, only 21, said he 
lacked experience — it devel­ 
oped he was right — but the 
command fell on him anyway, 
and the temporary lieutenant 
colonel with 159 men headed 


back in April 1754 trading a 
few cannon, the first wheels 
ever to roll into the Ohio Val­ 
ley. 
Alarmed by a report that a 
large French force was advanc­ 
ing, Washington attacked a par­ 
ty of 32 Frenchmen Idling 
around their campfire. Ten 
were killed, the rad captured. 
"I heard the bullets whistle,” 
said the young officer, "and be­ 
lieve me, there is something 
charming in the sound.” 
The Frenchmen, however, 
were not charmed, claiming 
they had been on an ambassa­ 
dorial mission to ask the Brit­ 
ish to leave. Washington had 
ordered the first shots in the 
French and Indian War, and he 
retreated to a stockade aptly 
named Ft. Necessity and called 
by the Indians "that little thing 
in the meadow." On July 4, 
1754, he was forced to surren­ 
der, but the war spread across 
Europe all the way to India. 
Later, riding with so much 
pain, probably from dysentery, 
that he had to sit on a pillow, 
Washington joined Gea Ed­ 
ward Braddock's army the day 
before it was ambushed. He 
had two horses shot from under 
him, his hat shot off, and he led 
the survivors away, feeling for 
the road on his hands and 
knees in the dark. 
In 1758, by then a temporary 
brigadier general, he was with 
the column that captured Ft. 
Duquesne. The next year he 
was elected to the Burgesses 
where a speaker lauded him for 
his heroism. Washington rose to 
reply but could only blush and 
stammer. “Sit down, Mr. Wash­ 
ington,” 
the 
speaker 
said, 
“your modesty is equal to your 
valor and that surpasses the 
power of any language I pos­ 
sess.” 
Finally a wealthy landholder 
— his surveying and frontier 
experience had enabled him to 
acquire choice tracts — Wash­ 
ington turned to farming where 
he was a meticulous and in­ 
novative husbandryman. He ex­ 
perimented with all kinds of 
soils and manures, made time- 
motion studies of his slaves, 
sold recalcitrant blacks to the 
West Indies, invented a plow 
that dropped seeds as it went, 
bred horses for work and play, 
rode to the hounds whenever 
possible and when the weather 
was bad, passed time “at home 
all day at cards — it snowing.” 
Being a faithful keeper of ac­ 
counts, he footnoted that entry: 
“Lost 3-6.

WASHINGTON <AP) - Rich­ 
ard E. Wiley completes his sec­ 
ond y ear as chairman of the 
Federal Commu nications Com­ 
mission nex t month with a feel­ 
ing of accomplishment, bu t 
u nable to eliminate two big 
fru strations in the job. 
They inv olv e personal soft 
spots, his lov e of children and 
his strong belief in the role of 
religion in his and others’ liv es. 
"I get letters from people 
who ask ‘why don't y ou do 
something to protect those kids 
from v iolence and sex on tele­ 
v ision?”’ he said. ‘It fru strates 
me. They don't u nderstand that 
I can't u nder the law say this 
program is too v iolent or take 
this program off.” 
The FCC has ‘ gone abou t as 
far as we can,” Wiley said. 
What makes his fru stration 
so great is that Wiley , 41, 
— *cherry dale Methodist chu rch in 
/ Arlington, Va., and when asked 


the scarce channels. The com­ 
mission tu rned that down u nan­ 
imou sly last Au g. 1, say ing it 
wou ld do nothing “to promote 
nor inhibit religion.'' 
Bu t the erroneou s ru mor that 
the decision inv olv ed banning 
religion brou ght the biggest 
av alanche of mail in FCC his­ 
tory , and it's dill coming in big 
batches along with petitions of 
protest.

That’s why I’v e 
been a v igorou s spokesman for 
self-regu lation and will continu e 
to be." 
The other fru stration is that 
the FCC hasn't been able to 
persu ade millions of people the 
FCC isn't considering, and nev ­ 
er considered, banning religion 
from radio and TV. 
What the FCC did was get a 
petition ov er a y ear ago from 
two California residents, asking 
for a freeze on FM radio licens­

to ju dge whether the decisions 
are good ones or bod ones, bu t 
I think we're making good deci­ 
sions and qu ick decisions,” Wi­ 
ley said. 
This has been accomplished, 
he said, largely by creating 
management mechanism and 
setting deadlines for ev ery body , 
ev en commissioners. 


Wiley has stressed a program 
of “deregu lation,” try ing to 
make ru les for broadcasters 
simpler and less cu mbersome. 
“We fou nd we had a lot of 
ou tmoded regu lations, a lot of 
u nnecessary regu lations and we 
changed nearly 400 of them," 
he said.

I lay nex t to 
my wife and some of the chil­ 
dren and asked God not to 
tou ch ou r land again. I cou ldn’t 
sleep.” Ju an said. 
The nex t day , Thu rsday , Feb. 
5, Ju an bu ilt a sleeping shelter 
in the cou rty ard ou t of sheet 
metal, matting, bu rlap sacks, 
pieces of boards and topped it 
with a cornstalk roof. 
“ I will nev er again bu ild an­ 
other hou se of adobe brick,” he 
said. 
By Friday Feb. 6th, the rest 
of the world began to realize 
that damage ou tside Gu atemala 
City was more ex tensiv e than 
at first believ ed. 
Ju an went ou t in the morning 
to look for wood and saw his 
shattered v illage. 
“Ev ery one had similar prob­ 
lems and we had to make do by 
ou rselv es,” he said. 
The strongest aftershock — 
there had been hu ndreds of 
them since that Wednesday — 
hit Friday afternoon. Ju an and

rope hooked to the chair and 
wrapped around his head, he 
walked to the hospital Others 
were arriving with similar bur 
dens 
His brother Jose went to the 
police station to see what to do 
with the body lying in the 
courtyard 
Later 
that 
afternoon 
they 
built a crude coffin from the 
splintered wood at their house 
and buried Juan s 55-year-old 
mother in the town cemetery, 
alone, without a priest 
"That night at about 8 o'clock 
they buried hundreds of others 
in a common grave," he said 
The family went to bed with 
empty stomachs that night, try­ 
ing to sleep on the ground be­ 
side the livestock 
"W e hadn't eaten because we 
were not hungry I lay next to 
my wife and some of the chil 
dren and asked God not to 
touch our land again I couldn't 
sleep," Juan said 
The next day, Thursday, Feb 
5, Juan built a sleeping shelter 
in the courtyard out of sheet 
metal, matting, burlap sacks, 
piece* of boards and topped it 
with a cornstalk roof 
" I will never again build an­ 
other house of adobe bnck," he 
said 
By Friday Feb 6th, the rest 
of the world began to realize 
that damage outside Guatemala 
City was more extensive than 
at first believed 
Juan went out in the morning 
to look for wood and saw his 
shattered village 
"Everyone had similar prob­ 
lems and we had bo make do by 
ourselves." he said 
The strongest aftershock — 
there had been hundreds of 
them since that Wednesday — 
hit Friday afternoon Juan and 
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his family again clung to each 
other m the yard, wondering 
when it would all end 
The women washed clothes at 
the community washroom Sat­ 
urday. Feb 7th 
On Sunday, 
Feb 8. Juan took the livestock 
to the nearby hills to graze 
They didn t even try to go to 
Mass Sunday The mam church 
in the central plaza, built in the 
1500s when the Spanish priests 
first came to Guatemala, was 
destroyed Later the faithful re­ 
moved a glass crib containing 
an effigy of Christ wrapped in 
a velvet robe and wearing a 
crown of thorns 
They would 
place it and some pews beside 
the plaza 
Juan s wife went to the plaza 
Monday. Feb 9. and firemen 
gave her some food One ta­ 
male and three small rolls for 
the entire family 
Juan estimates he has enough 
food to last the rest of the 
month, 
mostly 
dried 
corn, 
black beans and some mashed 
avocados 
No fruit or vege­ 
tables 
"W e don't have any money," 
he said “ I had been working in 
Guatemala City at a soap facto­ 
ry but lost that job two months 
ago " 
He continued to clear the de­ 
bris, hurrying to build a

NORMAN, Okla. f AP) - Om 
person, wh o did not even know 
h e was sick, apparently spreac 
a potentially fatal disease tc 
more th an 100 local residents 
Health officials say th ere’s nc 
way to keep it from h appening 
again — any wh ere. 
Th e disease is h epatitis A 
formerly called infectious h epa­ 
titis, a liv er inflamation caused 
by a v irus in th e gastrointestin­ 
al tract and capable of causing 
permanent liv er damage. 
By th e time th e state h ealth 
department got into th e situ­ 
ation, th ere were 116 confirmed 
cases in th is city about 25 miles 
south of Oklah oma City and IS 
oth er possible cases th at could 
not be confirmed. 
It was (me of th e largest out­ 
breaks of th e disease in th e 
United States in recent y ears. 
Th e majority of th e cases were 
clustered around sch ools in th e 
western part of town and most 
of th e v ictims were between th e 
ages of 10 and 18. 
Th e national Center for Dis­ 
ease Control in Atlanta said th e 
outbreak was th e result of con­ 
taminated icing on dough nuts. 
It refused to say wh ere th e 
dough nuts originated, but said 
th e source of th e disease was a 
baker's h elper with h epatitis 
Dr. Mark Roberts, state epi­ 
demiologist, said h epatitis A is 
spread th rough fecal material 
finding its way someh ow into 
th e mouth of a victim. 
“Generally , th ere are two 
basic ty pes of spread," h e said. 
“One comes wh en people live 
in v ery , v ery close contact such 
as a moth er and ch ild, a h us­ 
band and wife or a boy friend 
and a girl friend. 
“Th e oth er comes th rough 
food contamination, wh en a 
person with th e disease h andles 
th e food and someone else eats 
it.” 
Roberts said th e person re­ 
sponsible for spreading th e in­ 
fection in Norman h ad removed 
h imself before th e state h ealth 
department became involved. 
He 
refused 
to identify th e 
source, but said h e would h ave 
done so if th e th reat of contin­ 
ued infection h ad been present. 
“ Hepatitis is an ev er-present 
danger th rough out th e coun­ 
try ,” Roberts added. “We’re all 
eating out more. We can ch eck 
restaurants for some commu­ 
nicable diseases or for th ings 
such as temperature control, 
but th ere is no way to ch eck on 
h epatitis. You can’t legislate 
against food-borne outbreaks.” 
He said it is impossible to fol­ 
low ev ery employ e of every 
restaurant to th e toilet to make 
sure th ey wash th eir h ands. 
“Wh at we h av e to get across 
is th at a person can h elp pre­ 
v ent th e spread of h epatitis by 
v ery close attention to personal 
h y giene h abits. 
“In food establish ments, ev ­ 
ery one h as to be v ery particu­ 
lar in th e manner in wh ich th ey 
h andle th e foods, ev ery place, 
from th e backy ard picnic or 
ch urch social to th e large sit- 
down banq uets.” 
Wh ile stressing th at personal 
h y giene can h elp prev ent future 
outbreaks, th e h epatitis virus 
“is a v ery opportunistic bug,” 
said Roberts. “If th ere is any 
sort of a foulup in th e food h an­ 
dling, it is going to get in th ere. 
' It’s a little scary .”

It is 
believ ed to be th e first ex ercise 
of a new rule wh ich allows 
news ph otograph s and radio 
and television broadcasts wh ile 
th e courts are in session in Ala­ 
bama. 
Roger Wentowski, a ph otog­ 
raph er for th e Montgomery Ad- 
v ertiser-Joumal, took th e pic­ 
tures Tuesday wh ile a 10-y ear- 
o ld deaf mute, Karen Vance, 
was testify ing about a drug­ 
store robbery in Montgomery . 
The ch ild, speaking in sign 
lang uag e wh ich was relay ed to 
the co urt by one of Karen’s 
teachers at a special education 
scho o l, identified th e defendant 
as the driv er of a getaway car. 
Th e presiding judge, Rich ard 
P. Emmet, allowed th e pictures 
under a new canon of judicial 
eth ics th at went into effect in 
Alabama Feb. l. It allows pic­ 
tures and broadcasts in th e 
co urtro o m with th e consent of 
th e trial judge, defense and 
prosection attorney s, th e de­ 
fendant and th e witness.

The disease is hepatitis A 
formerly called infectious hepa 
titis, a liver inflamation causec 
by a virus in the gastrointestin­ 
al tract and capable of causing 
permanent liver damage 
By the time the state healtl 
department got into the situ­ 
ation, there were H6 confirmed 
cases in this city about 25 miles 
south of Oklahoma City and 19 
other possible cases that could 
not be confirmed 
It was one of the largest out­ 
breaks of the disease in the 
United States in recent years 
The majority of the cases were 
clustered around schools in the 
western part of town and most 
of the victims were between the 
ages of 10 and 18 
The national Center for Dis­

JEFFERSON CITY - A bill 
which would ban beverage 
cans and non returnable bot­ 
tles apparently will go out 
with the trash at the end of this 
session of the General Assem­ 
bly. 
The 
bill, 
which 
would 
require 
all 
beverage 
con­ 
tainers to be returnable and 
carry a 2- or 5-cent deposit, 
has not been assigned a com­ 
mittee hearing date and does 
not seem to be eliciting any 
strong support. 
The bill's sponsor, 
Rep. 
Wayne Goode, D-Normandy, 
says the purpose of the bill 
isn’t so much to clean up litter 
as it is to conserve energy and 
natural resources.
